Onthe evening of the 22d,in New 
York, gold closed at 524; storling at 604 
and cotton fell to 79 cents, 

New Yorn, Doc. 24.—A special dis- 
patch, bulletined in this city by the In- 
dependent telegraph lino, says that Long- 
street has joined Lee, and that tho latter 
has crossed the Rapidan, Meade falling 
back. 

Thero have been several skirmishes 
with Stuart’s cavalry. 

The monitor, Lehigh, while on picket 
duty near Fort Johnson, got aground, 
and arebel battery opened on her, doing 
her considerable damage, when the other 
two jronsides went to her assistance, and 
succeeded in gotting her off. The Le- 
high was so badly damaged by the fire of 
the rebel batteries, that the Star of the 


. South had to tow her to Hilton Mead for 


repairs, No ono on board was injured. 

WASHINGTON, Dec, 21,~-Gen. Rose- 
erang was to-day assigned to the com- 
mand of Missouri, yice Schofield, re- 
lieved. 

Kansas is erected into a separate de- 
partmént, and Gen. Ourtis assigned to 
its cammand. Gen. Butler has been for- 
mally assigned to the duty of exchang- 
ing prisoners, vice Meredith, relieved, 
This duty does not interfere witit the 
command of his department. Exchanges 
it is arid will be resumed in a few days. 

The first regular volunteers were ox- 
changed a day or two ago. 

Wasuineton, Dec. 22, — The rebels 
attempted Jast night to destroy a bridge 
near Buckner’s Station, on the Orange 
and Alexandria Railroad, with a view to 
interrupt Meade’s communication with 
Washington, but failed, Capt. Bontolle, 
of the U, States coast survey, writes from 
Charleston, that the obstructions in the 
harbor hero, consist of a double line of 
ples across the channel from Pinkney to 
middle ground, and from thence to Fort 
Johnson.

Oarro, Dac, 24.—It ig said that guer- 
villas under Murray and Payne, who have 
been committing depredations in West 
Tennessee, gathered all their forces to- 
gether and crossed the Big Hatchie last 
Saturday. Threo hundred rebel cavalry 
are stationed at Cassville, Maywood coun- 
ty, subsisting on the scanty allowance of 
the inhabitants. 
` Forrest is levying contributions of pro- 
visions and forage from all the farmers in 
the county, Itis reported and generally 
believed that Gon. Polk is to supercede 
Gen. Holmes in Arkansas, 

There seems to he aaufficient quantity 
of corned beef and pork in the rebel lines, 
but clothing supplies are almost entirely 
exhausted, Many women are compelled. 
to cut up carpets for dresses for their 
children. 

The troops were armed with double 
barrelled shot guns, A few of them have 
Colts repeaters, but no sabres, 

Last cvening reports reached Paduceh 
thut the robels under Forrest were within 
afew miles of that city 4000 or 5000 
strong. <A report had been current fora 
few days past that Foster had joined 
Faulkner near Jackson, Tennessee, and 
that therr combined forco numbers 1600 
to 2000. 

Unarranooaa, Dec. 25 —Nine soldiers 
were captured to-day between here and 
Harrison by Wheeler, who scours the 
conntry on tho line of the road to Knox- 
ville, tearing down Union flags, conscript- 
ing Unionists and picking up stragglers. 
The Unionists are much alarmed. 

Boston, Dec. 24-—-A private letter, 
dated Madras, Oct. 27th, says Shaw & Qo. 
have received orders from Cape Town to 
advance 10,000 rupees to the Alabama, 
and they have a large number of letters

REE We find the following letter 
from Montague, dated Dec. 29th ult. 
in the Galveston News: 


The Tndians came down to this county 
the other day and stole several head ot 


horses, keeping down Red River right, 


aleng tha big road until they got into 
Cooke county. There they killed six 
persons, one man, two women and three 
children, and stole all the horses they 
could get. They then kept down the 
river some distance, when they made 
straizht for the Gainsville settloments, 
poing within four miler of Gainsville, 
‘he soldiers, about forty in number, came 
up with them, when the Indians, nim- 
bering sote 200, charged them, compell- 
ing them to retreat, with the loss of two 
or three killed and one mortally wound- 
ed, When they got within four miles of 
Gainsville; having by this time gathered 
up some two or three hundred head of 
horses, they then divided, ono party with 
the horses crossing Dead Rivor, the other 
party, consisting of about forty, turning 
to tho right, and making for other parts, 
to try their hand somewhere else at 
murdering and stealing horses. What 
we shall do I know not, F hope those in 
authority will awake to a sense of our 
situation.

Tur Supriy or Oorron IN ENGLAND. 
The London Times has a long statistical 
editoriat on the subject of the cotton 
supply, from which we learn that the 
American supply has fallen from 5,874,- 
845 bales to 37,288 bales, and that no 
country, though sixty-six different quar- 
ters now seud cotton to England, has 
been found to vven commence to furnish 
a supply, ‘Lhe Times adds; - 

g We do not pretend to say that any 
evidence, at this early period of the ox- 

eriment, can be considered conclusive. 
Possibly another year mny yield a very 
different return, but we do not well see 
where to look for the improvement, It 
must be a work of time, and the question 
is whether even time will do it, for it is 
price after all which will determine tha 
result, 

Will India or Egypt, or any other 
country, or all countries together, send 
us, not only sufficient cotton, but cotton 
at 6d a pound? If so, then the trade of 
Lancashire will revive again, but if the 
raw material is only to be bought at 
twice that figure, then we can never fid 
customers for our manufactured articles 
as before. Wehave hitherto been under- 
selling the whole world in cotton stuffs, 
so that our goods found purchasors in 
every quarter of the globe, and thus our 
cotton trade was created, It has been 
suspended because cotton became dear, 
and it can never be restored until cotton 
becomes cheap. We have fair stores of 
the material still, but our manufacturers 
aro afraid to work it up at present prices. 
That is the history of the case, and wo 
fear its aspect is not much improved by 
the returns before us. Even dear cotton 
Goes not reach us except in driblets, 
whereas it is only cheap cotton in abund~- 
ance that will set the mills of Lancashire 
al work again.”
